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Subject bos been residing at 130 Bnoealc Street, 
Posonic, N, J. , for approxima twly seven months 
(September, 1950 to 4-4-51) employed as a 

laborer at the Thomas Electronics Company, 

Passaic, N. J. Informants advise subject is com- 
pletely anti-Russian, anti-Polish, and anti- 
German and that he has dedicated his life to the 
establishment of an independent country of White 
Russia. Subject is considered one of three Vice 
Presidents of the Whito Russian Central Adminis- 
tration which is headed by 03 TROWS KI in Argentina. 
An opposing White Russian faction headed by 
ABRWCHIX is located in NIC. Background data on 
both factions set forth. Newark T— 1 advised that 
moat of the members of both factions had aliases 
which they used after they left German-occupied 
territory during World War II . Newark T-2 advised 
that subject in approximately 1930 was a member of 
Hrcsnada, en organization which reportedly contained 
Communist members. This party was forced to dis- 
band by the Polish Government in approximately 1930 
and subject was placed in a Polish jail. *0a 
4-6-51, subject moved to NIC and is presently 
employed at the New York French Hospital, Third 
. Street, NIC. Present Now York address unknown. 
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Confidential Informant Newark T-l, of unknown relia- 
blllty. advised that the. subject arrived in this 
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country approxlaately eight swaths ago, and except for short visits to New 
York City and Chicago, he has resided at 130 Passaic Street, Passaic, 

New Jersey, According to Newark T-l, subject, after his arrival, began 
working for Thomas Electronics Company, Passaic, New Jersey and on 
April 6, 1951, he loft Passqic and is presently enplcyed at the New York 
French Hospital, Third Street, Hw York City, His present addross is 
unknown by Newark T-l. 

Newark T-l stated that in the lato 1920's, subject was a member 
of the Polish Sejm ( Parliament) , tait Newark T-l did not knew exactly what 
party subject represented. The informant stated that he heard that sub- 
ject at coo tine was affiliated with the Hrcmoda, which ho belived to 
have been Ccanunist dominated. Newark T-l further stated that when the 
Hranada was first originated, it was permitted to operate by tho Polish 
Government but later it was outlawed end many of its members were placed 
in Polish Jails, Newark T-l stated that he knew that subject had spent 
some time in a Polish Jail but was unable to sny if this was a result of 
his activities in the Hrcondn. Party or not. Even during that period, 

Newark T-l stated that the subject had been a strong arihmea tor of the 
White Russian cause, and that since he lived in Poland, ha would naturally 
be antagonistic to the present Polish Government. 

Newark T-l advised that during the post the subject has earned 
himself a reputation as somewhat of a White Russian patriot. v At this 
point, Newark T-l stated that it was his belief that subjoe^ is vehemently 
anti-Polish, anti-Russiun, and anti-German and that his pHme purpose In 
life is to obtain ns much power as possible in order to establish an inde- 
pendent country of White Russia. Newark T-l continued by saying that oven 
at this time subject <4.3 working toward that goal because he is considered 
a Vico Prosidont for the White Russian Control Administration. 

As'fcfickground information, Newark T-l advis od that back in tho 
Sixtoenth Century, an independent country of White Russia did exist and 
throughout the years tho White Russian people , although they have lived in 
countries controlled by Lithuania , Iatvia, Poland, and Russia, they con- 
tinue to dream of the Vhite Russian country . 

In 1940, when Poland and parts of Russia were overtaken by tho 
Gorman Hordes, certain White Russians wore allowed to set up a Whito 
Russian Central Administration, which at that time was located at" 

Bamncwicz, Poland and at Minsk, Russia. It was at this time that a faction 
headed by CSTRCWSKI was given au thor ity by tho Gcmwjis to set up a small 
government known as tho Byolo Russian Central Administration, which took care

of that territory. The headquarters at that time was in Minsk, Russia, and 
subject vas appointed as Mpyor of Baranovicz in 1940 by OGTRCWSKT and 
later in 1941, he va3 appointed as a Vice President in Minsk, Russia. The 
extent of subject’s collaboration with the Germans at this tine vas lminv^ 
to Meuark T-l, but he surmised that if any member of the White Russian 
Central Administration vas not cooperating with the Germans, they would 
have been immediately removed. 

When the Russians began to approach Minsk in 1943, subject 
retreated with the Germans and vent directly to Berlin where the White 
Russian Government continued in name only. After the fall of Berlin, Newark 
T— 1 stated that most of the White Russian leaders changed their names and 
entered French, English, or American Zones, Newark T-l believed that sub- 
ject went into the French Zone and there he became known as SOXOLCWSKI, 

When asked specifically why those Russians changed their names, 
Newark T-l stated that it was done for two reasons. First and mainly, 
they changed their names because they feared they would be returned to 
Russia or Poland without their consent^ and because things at that time 
were so disorganized among the Allies, anyone believed to be Russian was 
deported with no questions asked. This situation existed in the American 
Zone and with their silent approval. Secondly, they changed their nemos 
for fear of their families left in Poland or Russia. 

Newark T-l further stated that subject's wife and son ore both 
presently residing in Poland, his wife being a doctor attacked to the 
Polish Army and his 3on, age approximately twenty-four years, being a 
member of the Polish Armed Services, 

Newark T-l believed that subject's wife end son were arrested in 
1940 by the Russians nnd that the subject has not aocn them since that time. 
According to Newark T-l, at one timo in 1946 subject attempted to got his 
vrife and son out of Vcland but he did not hnvo tho money necessary to have 
than smugglod out. In rognrd to the abovo, Newark T-l explained that 
during 1946 •. pnd 1947, Jewish merchants were nllowcd to cross tho Polish and 
Russian borders and that for approximately $1,000, they would soo that a 
person would got by the Russian sontrios at the herder. 

In regard to SABOLESfSXl' s two-week trip to Chicago, Newark T-l 
stated that most of the White Russians in the Passaic and South Rivor, 

New Jersey areas donated ’.*10 each to flnanco his trip and stay in Chicago, 
Tho purpose of that trip vos to havo SKBC13S?3:i contact oncfVARONKA (phonetic) 
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a White Russian who has teen in the United States for approximately twenty 
years, and to discuss establishing an organization of White Russians in the 
United States. SSBOLEKSC was also supposed to request UARC8KA to accc m- 
pany him to Washington, D. C. and there state their ease to the United 
States State Department. Newark T-l was not certain as to the results of 
the above visit but believed that '•'ARGSXA refused on the grounds that 
theirs was a hopeless case 

After sub j oct’s return from Chicago, he was employed by the 
Tfacmas Electronics Company for approximately four months, at which tine he 
was released because of his ^ge ( approximately sixty— five). 

As further information concerning the Whits Russian Displaced 
Persons living in the United Statos, Newark T-l stated that there are 
presently two separate factions working for the establishment of an inde- 
pendent country of White Russia and that there arc two seta of Presidents, 
two seta of Vice Presidents, and sixteen Ministers who are operating in 
name only. One faction is headed by coo ABRAMCHSRvho is presently residing 
sepewhoro in How York City and the other faction la headed by /Professor 
R.j OSTRO'SK?, who is presently residing in Argentina. ' 

The main body of the first faction is located in Now York while 
the second undor OSTRCWSSK is located in Ibssaic and South River, Hew 
Jersey. Newark T-l stated that he was not too well acquainted with members 
of the New Tork faction which is the strongor of tho twb but ho did knew 
their unofficial headquarters arc located at 325 East lGCth Street. Hew York 
City, Hew York, a private dwelling, where a few of tho ntadiers rosido.

It is noted that Newark T-l stressed the fact that there ia a severe 
disagreement between these two factions and that they consider the opposition 
as mortal enemies. 

According to Newark T-l, the real head of the Ihssaic faction ia 
SABOLEWSKI, but because of his age, h e is Inactive, and the entire organisa- 
tion and planning Is conducted by EMANUEL JASIUK. Newark T-l stated that the 
above faction is the weaker of the two, and except for a monthly assessment 
on Its members, they do not have any funds. The above monthly assessment 
consists of one-day's pay out of each month's work collected from each member 
of the organisation. In return for this assessment the members receive a 
copy of "Byclo Russian", a White Rus sian paper printed in the Russian language 
which at one time was published in tho 0. S. Zone of Germany with the permis- 
sion of the United States authorities. The assessment further Is also used 
to aid its members who are sick or out of work although Nedas^c T-l never beard 
of aryono over rccoiving those benefits. 

In regard to the New York faction, Newark T-l stated that they wore 
reported to be working hand in hand with tho exiled fblos in London and ho has 
heard ruoorb that they do rocoive monotaay aid from tho Rape.

It was Newark T-l's opinion that tho officers of both factions are 
merely waiting far an open war between the Uhited States and Russia, and 
of tor the United States is victorious, they oxpoct to return to White Russia 
and with the financial aid of tho Uni tod States Government, sot up their own 
country. 

Mr. DONALD DONNISH, Secretary, Thcmns Electronics Company, Passaic, 
New Jersey, produced subject's employment record which shewed ho was employed 
at that company from September 28 , 1950 to January A, 1951, nt which time ho 
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vna laid off duo to lack of work. Hr. DCNHEW stated that subject was recoa- 
2-oAdod to hist by EMANUEL JA3IUK vhoclaiaa to be a nephew of the subject. 
i'x\ DOtlNEtr also advised that EHA&IEL JASIUK was the first of the White 
Hussions whoa he employed and since then there are approximately twelve of 
thorn employed at the plant. He stated that they are industrious, conscien- 
tious workers and that he believed they would all make good loyal citizens. 

He did not knew anything derogatory concerning them and had no reason to 
question their loyalty to the tfeited States Gor e maent. 

Confidential Informant Newark T-2, of unknown reliability, advised 
that SABCU^SKI has a reputation as a strong White Russian patriot and that 
in the late 1920* a ho was a member of the Polish Parliament. Newark T-2 
stated that he was a young man during that period and did not interest him- 
self in polities but yoars later ,ho loomed that the subject did belong to 
a White Russian fhrty called tho/Hrcnusda. As a result of this affiliation, 
Newark T-2 believed that the sudjoct was inenreoratod along with aiac other 
members of the Hromada organization by the Polish Government but before his 
sentence was served, tbo Russians arrested seven Polish spies in Russia and 
in exchange of prisoners, subject vea released. Newark T-2 believed that 
six of the released political prisoners immediately vent into Russia but that 
SABOLE T SKI refused and desired to remain in Poland. Newark T-2 also boliovcd 
that tho Hromada Party was Casnunist dominated. 

Newark T-2 rcitoratod that tho above incident was hero say on his 
part and tho only other member of tho Hromada who was incorporated at * that 
time known to him was cncl T0RASI2WICZ, Newark T-2 further advisod that that 
trade or exchange of prisoners might indicate Russian fcolfhgs for tho sub- 
ject but that ho sinccroly believod subject vns not and novo r would bo a 
friond of (kaomuniat RuAsia.

Newark T-2 confirmed Newark T-l f s statements about subJoct f s wifo 
and son being presently attachod to tho Polish Army. 

In .regard to tho presont White Russian organisation in Poasaic, 

Now Jersey, Newark T-2 stated that tho organisation is vary s m a ll and ha a 
continuous arguments end bickering within its own ranks as voll as ccmploto 
discord with anothor Whito Russian group in New York City. Newark T-2 
stated that SAB0L3fSKI was a member of tho Whito Russian Central Administra- 
tion under tho Gormans during 1941 and 1944 but that ho was unewaro. of 
rubjoct’s actual activities during that period. 
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JAH BCBAMS&f, creator of the American Intomatioml laertgration 
fra'sett, 186 Monroe Avenue, Passaic, Rev Jersey, advised be was not acquainted 
r . 'h the subject but bad heard that both subject and MtifKJKL JASIUI are 
c-Tsently officers of tfaefVhite Russian Central Adainlataratlan and were 
.V.raor Mayors of teams lnr Poland during the Hul rule, end that he oould not 
u'ider stand how they were allowed to enter the United State*, BORWSH stated 
chat the nere fact that these nets Worked along tilth the Genua*, 'thqr Aould 
ne considered collaborators and on those grounds deported, BOMBP we* 
unable to recall osactly frea when he had heard the above information but 
believed it to have been tram Rework X«2, 

Confidential Inforaant Reverb t-3, of known reliability, who la 
acquainted with auch of the Con* ml at Party activity In Mew Jersey, stated 
that subject van not fam ili a r to him. 
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
